hauled the apples mllea to a market 
town he could not ifot better than 20 
cents 11 bushel fo/ them, with n possibil- 
ity that tho local dealers would refuse 
to take them at nny price. The hogs 
were tho mala beneficiaries of the crop. 
When the winter apples ripened the fOt- 
uutlon was no better. An observer at a 
small town In Central 
Illinois, from 


which the apple product of abuiit 
a 


third of a county was shipped, has re- 
|K>rted that there wen u waste of 40,000 
barrels In that; territory alone, or about 
a quarter of the crop. 
Consumers in 


tho cities hnvo benefited despite 
the 


waste by being able to get the poorer 
grades of, apple.s_ at low^prices, 
but 


sold nt retail for almost as high prices 
as they have, brought In recent years of 
short crops. Tho (juallty of the apples 
is a UUle better, and the price, a little 
lower, but the Improvement In ho,th fac- 
tors combined does not begin to equal 
what would be expected from the huge 
production. 
The causes of the waste 


have been the high freight rates and n 
car service which Is not adequate for 
the emergency. 
WIthe.ut the cold stor- 


age warehouses and the development of 
fruit transportation linen, the situation 
would be worse than It Is, am! the coun- 
try would have even less benefit from 
the bounty of nature. The problem of 
organization to enable the country to get 
the best use of Its resources Is an enor- 
mous one and will remain such so lo.ng 
as I ho population continues to grow.

manufacture, transportation and trade, farm- 
ers nevertheless believe that the margin be- 
tween the price paid to them and the price 
paid by the consumers of their products Is 
altogether too great and that this margin has 
contributed much to aggregations of wealth 


thai are dangerous; hence farmers would not try to .In- 
crease by large their proflts by compelling the consumers 
of farm products to pay more, but rather by lessening 
the opportunity of an Increase by unfair means of the 
wealth of those already too rich. 


Farmers recognize that the vain* of their lands and 


the profits of their business aro largely due to the mar- 
kets created by manufacturer and the transportation pro- 
vided by railways. Hut the farmer distinguishes between 
the manufacture, transported' n nnd sale of Articles and 
the work of corporations and Individuals that put their 
attorneys and willing servants Into State Legislatures and 
the National Congress, In executive ofttces and even on 
the bench, not for the public good, but to secure advan- 
tages that are unfair In themselves and In their results 
dangerous to the masses. 
Speaking largely, the remedy 


we would propose for economic Injustice would not be 
of the nature of special laws or efforts In the way of arbi- 
trary hindrances to honest trade or arbitrary seizure of 
the holdings of any class and a distribution to any lu- 
Jured class, but rather we would depend on the awaken- 
ing of such a national conscience and spirit as will com- 
pel just laws and secure to every class Its full rights in 
open competition with all.
